over to the white ho.se. He was with 
the president half an hour. Returning to 
the state department, he gave out the 
following etatemeni of the visit, seiling 
forth in full his reply to the delegates, 
This had evidently been carefully pre- 
pared: 

Messrs. A. Fischer, C. H. Wessels and 
A. vw. W. Wolmarans, the agelgeates in cnis 
country of the South African republics, 
called today by appoiniment at the state 
department. ‘They were cordially receiv- 
ed and remained with the secretary of 
state fcr more than an hour. They laid 
before the secretary at much lengtn and 
with great energy and eloquence the 
merits of the controversy in South Africa, 
and the desire of the boer republics that 
the United.States should intervene in the 
interest of peace, and use its influenge to 
that end with the British government. 

The secretary of state made the [follow- 
ing reply: 

“The president, in his message to the 
congress last December, said: 

“"This government pas maintained an 
attitude of neutrality m the unfortunate 
contest bctween Great Sritain and tie 
Boer states of Africa. We have remained 
faithful to the precept of avoiding cn- 
tangling alliances as to affairs not of our 
direct concern. Had circumstances sug- 
gested that the parileag to the quarrel 
would have welcomed ahy kindly expres- 
sion of the hope of the American pe»ple 
that war might be averted, good oftices 
could have been gladly tendered.’ 

“As the war went on the president, while 
regretting the suffering and the sacrifices 
endured by both of the combatants, could 
do nothing but preserve a strict neutral- 
ity between them. This he has steadily

“In a sense it is what we expected,” 
said Mr. Wessels at the Arlington to- 
night. ‘‘We have been prepared for it 
since our arrival in this country.!' We 
will, however, lose no opportunity to 
work for the end for which we came, 
and in every way possible will continue 
to press our claims upon the representa- 
tives of the government. We expect to 
Fee President McKinley tomorrow morn- 
ing. It is our aim to interest the govern- 
ment and the people to the end that they 
may aid us in securing an honorable 
peace."’ 

In response to my question, Mr. Wes- 
sels added that in his opinion even if 
the British capture Pretoria the burghers 
will continue fighting, 

“During your American’ revolution,” 
said he, ‘‘the capital of your country was 
moved from place to place, and so it will 
be with us. No, I do not think that there 
is any truth in the report of overtures 
made by President Kruger to the British 
government looking toward an end of the 
war, at least none which involves any- 
thing short of the independence of the 
republics.’’ 

Despite their statements to the contra- 
ry, it is evident that the Boer delegates 
are not a little disappointed at the re- 
ception they have received at the hands 
of the administration. 

Senator Allen’s resolution extending to 
the visiting Boer delegates the privileges 
of the floor of the senate was tabled when 
it came up today, the vote upon the mo- 
tion to table being almost entirely a par- 
ty vote. Senators Allen, Mason and Till- 
man made strong speeches in favor of 
the adoption of the resolution, contending 
that it was simply in line with all prece- 
dents. In the course of his speech Sena- 
tor Tillman declared: 

“Now you can see what a change has 
come over us as a people. When Kossuth 
came here two great republicans in con- 
gress tought to have him recognized. To- 
day the republicans on this floor 
cowards—vowards, I say, truckling 
England and they~ have 
United States by their miserable, sneak- 
ing action.’’

C. E. Hands, The Daily Maij correspon- 
dent, mentioned in Lord Roberts's dis- 
paten to the war office as dangerously 
wounded in the fight in the bush May 
13th, sent his last message from Vryburg, 
May 9th, by runner to Kimberley, May 
‘Ist. He says: ; 

“The flying mountcd column -.secretly 
and swilttly organized by General Hunier, 
Started from Barkley and arrived here to- 
night, covering 13° miles in tive days. It 
is a grand force of mounted men, imperial 
light horse from Ladysmith, the Kimber- 
ley mounted corps, with royal horse ar- 
tillery and pompoms and a selected body 
Of infantry from the Fusilier yrigade, A 
Special equipment of light springed mule 
transport completey this splendid force. 

: rhe force SO equipped was enabled to 
move with such rapidity that, although 
this is a difficult country requiring vigi- 
lant scouting, the Boers were surpriged, 
The column moved parallel with the en- 
emys positions on the Vaal, at Roordam 
and Fourteen Streams, actually getting 
behind them without firing a shot. So 
close were we Sunday and Monday that 
General Hunter’s balloon was visjble and 
his bombardment heard. 

“The route taken was between the Vaal] 
and the Hart rivers, then along the right 
bank of the Dry Hart to a point abreast 
of Taungs, and thence to Pudimoe, 
Roedeport and Vryburg.’’ 

A correspondent with General Hunter 
telegraphs as follows from Fourteen 
Streams: 

“Colonel Mahon’s relieving column left 
Barkley West under secret orders May ith 
reached Vryburg May 
on the right flank of the

Captain March opened 
fire from the fort on each side, cutting 
off and repulsing the main body of the 
Dutch, but driving the vanguard of about 
150 in the native location which had been 
burned . 

“The enemy broke into two parties, one 
being penned in the stone catitle kraal 
and the other hemmed in a hollow behind 
a kopje inside the outer defenses, They 
had no water and but little food. 

“Meanwhile a strong party, estimated 
at O, Pan around the native location and 
reached the camp close to the railway. 
There they surprised, and after sharp 
fighting, captured leutenanitt Colonel 
Hore, Captain Singleton and Veterinary 
Surgeon Dunlop Smith. who, for a time 
was penned with forty Boers in the offices 
of the British South African nrotectoraie. 
This position was covered by our forts. 

The Boers were called upon to sure 
render, but they refused and the fighting 
was resumed for some hours. The Boers 
lost heayily. Finally two parties of the 
enemy surrendered, one party escaping.

San Francisco, May 21.—Chinese High- 
binders and the board of health have had 
a clash over the bubonic plague question 
and up to the present time the highbind- 
ers seem to be ahead. So far, by threats 
to assassinate any Chinese who submit 
to inoculation against the plague, they 
have prevented the Chinese from taking 
treatment. There are 25,000 Chinese in 
the Chinese quarter of this city, and they 


are terrorized at the prospect of vaccin- 
ation with the Haffkine prophylactic, It 
was stated at a meeting of the board of 
health today that at first the Chinese 
were willing to undergo the treatment, 
but that the highbinder element circulat- 
ed the report that the whites had con- 
spired to kul off the Chinese and had 
adopted this measure to doit. This story 
had immediate effect, and it will require 
force tc make the Chinese submit. 

The Chinese merchants have closed 
their stores, not on account of fear of the 
vaccination, but for fear that their stores 
will be wrecked by the ignorant Chinese 
masses who hold them responsible for the 
‘action of the board of health. So far 
as plague cases are concerned, there have 
been no developments and no new cases 
have been discovered. 

The board of health today Hstened to 
attorneys employed by Chinese who 
argued against forcible attempts to make 
the Chinese submit. They stated that 
the opposition to the treatment was unl- 
versal among the Chinese, and that un- 
léss they could be persuaded to take the 
treatment voluntarily, there would be 
violence and destruction of property. 

Dr. Kinyoun, federal quarantine officer, 
said that the federal government had in- 
structed him to take action to prevent 
Chinese who had rot been inoculated

FLOWERS ON GOEBEL’S GRAVE. 


Supreme Court’s Decision Causes Re- 
joicing in Frankfort. 

Frankfort, Ky., May 21.—TRe announce- 
ment of the supreme court’s decision at 
Washington in the governorship contest 
was received here with the wildest dem- 
onstration on the part of the democrats. 
At 4 o’clock this afternoon the Taylor 
soldiers. who have been in charge of the 
state capitol building and grounds since 
January 20th, the day Governor Goebel 
was assassinated. evacuated and turned 
the state ground and the gatling guns and 
military equipments over to Assstant 
Adjutant General Murray. 

The Tavlor soldiers, before giving up 
their sovereignty on the state capitol 
square, were lined up by Adjutant Gen- 
eral Collier. who formally notified them 
he had orders from Governor Taylor to 
dismiss all the soldiers and that the evac- 
uation would begin at once. The aAre 
bells were ringing, cannon boomed and 
the city was put in holiday attire in honor 
of Governor Beckham. A touching incl- 
dent of the day occurred this afternoon 
when 2,000 people marched to the ceme- 
tery. each wearing a flower, which was 
east upon the grave of the late William 
Goebel. making the little mound which 
marks his resting place a vast bank of 
flowers. There were no ceremoniés at the 
grave except a prayer by Rev. T. ©.

Augusta, Ga., May 21.—(Spectial.)—The 
United States court for the northeastern 
division of the southern district of Geor- 
gia was convened in Augusta today, 
Judge Emory Speer presiding. 

The morning hour was taken up by 
swearing in jurors, the judge's charge to 
the grand jury and the taking of a num- 
ber of orders for discharge in bankruptcy. 
The following grand jurors were sworn:

Judge Speer’s Strong Charge. 
There was a representative attendance 

of the Augusta bar and a large number 

of spectators in the court room when 

Judge Speer delivered his charge to the 

grand jury. His charges are always in- 

teresting, but today’s charge possesses 
national interest from the fact that Judge 

Speer criticises in a very forcible way the 

ruling of Justice Brown in holding that 

Messrs. Gaynor and Green, the con- 

tractors indicted for complicity with Cap- 

tain O. M. Carter in embezzling govern- 
ment funds, did not have to come to Geor- 
gia under the indictment of the United 

States grand jury at Savannah until théy 

had a hearing before the United States 

commissioner at their home, and he de- 
cided there was sufficient cause for their 
removal to Georgia to answer the in- 
dictment. Judge Speer pronounced this 
ruling ‘‘not only abhorrent to the set- 
tled law, but that no more insidious or 
dangerous blow, not even nullification by 

a state, was ever aimed at the efficacy 

of the national laws for the puntshment 

of crime.”’ 
After opening his charge with a refer- 


ence to the oath which the grand jurors 


had taken and explaining the character 
of the work they were about to enter 
upon -and the centuries through which 
such functions had been performed for the 
good of society, Judge Speer continued 
as follows: 


Notwithstanding this hoary antiquity; not- 
withstanding that for nearly nine centuries of 
the history of our race its majesty and ef- 
fectiveness have been expressly recognized 
by the written law—that these attributes are 
immovably fixed in the organic law of the 
nation, it has remained for the present day to 
degrade and depreciate the indictments of 
grand juries in the United States courts, to 
subordinate their solemn finding upon sworn 
evidence to the reviewing action of a commit- 
ang magistrate in the locality where an in- 
dicted fugitive may be found. It is demon- 
strable that this is not’ only abhorrent to 
the settled law, but that no more insidious 
or dangerous blow, not even nullification by 
a state, was ever aimed at the efficacy of the 
national laws for the punishment of crimes. 

To bring the case home. It is as if an in- 
dictment had been found by the grand jury 
of Richmond county, the judge of the superior 
court had issved his bench warrant for the 
arrest of the person indicted and the accused 
had been arrested and carried before some 
judge of another county who would hold that 
before a bench warrant of the superior court 
and the indictment of the grand jury was 
entitled to respect the prisoner must be car- 
ried before a justice of the peace and the 
state compelled to make out its case with 
right of the prisoner to make his defense to 
the satisfaction of that functionary. 

This is indeed a startling doctrine. At the 
jast term of the district court in Savannah a 
case was tried before me against eleven de- 
fendants for conspiracy to defraud merchants 
in different states of the unton by the misure 
of the mails. There was not less than eighty 
witnesses from widely separated. portions cf 
the country whose testimony was necessary to 
make out the case, merchants, manufacturers, 
brewers, railroad men and others. Ten of the 
prisoners were convicted. Let us suppose that 
the construction of the law to which I eall 
your attention had been valid and that the 
accused had separated themselves into ten dif- 
ferent states. Under this surprising construc- 
tion it would have been incumbent upon the 
government to have produced its witnesses be- 
fore a committing magistrate in each one of 
the ten states before it would have been pos- 
Sible to have brought the prisoners before a 
teh in the southern district of Georgia for 
rial. 

Of the English law from which we take our 
Procedure in criminal cases, Mr. Justice Black- 
Stone informs us that it was the usual prac- 
tice for any judge of the kings bench upon 
certificate of indictment found to award a writ 
of capias, that is a bench warrant, imme- 
diately in order to bring the defendant into 
court.

purpose. I declare this doctrine to be mon- 
Strous, and I repeat, more destructive to the 
authority of the national courts, because more 
insidiously effective than any previous effort 
to nullify the laws of our common country, 
and though it is plainly provided by the con- 
Stitution that a person, accused even of a 
capital crime, may be made to answer on the 
indictment or presentment of a grand jury 
such an indictment or presentment. counts for 
nothing in view of this holding unless the com- 
missioner, who is the United States justice 
of the peace, is satisfied by proof that the 
Srand jury has in fact diligently iftquired and 
true presentment made. What then is the 
Significance or value of the indictment? It 
is true hat it informs the prisener of the

We may trust with 
confidence that there will be no departure 
from these salutary methods. ” he validity of 
the indictment of a grand jury in this, or any 
other judicial district of the United States, will 
hereafter, as heretofore, receive in this dis- 
trict the respect as a finding of probable cause 
of guilt which has been accorded to it from the 
earliest history of our law.

OFFICER KILLS A NEGRO MAN. 
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The Negro Was Resisting Arrest 
When Slain. 

Covington, Ga., May  21.—(Special.)— 
Alex Hendrick, a notorious and desperate 
negro, was killed here last night by Depu- 
ty Sheriff Sam Hay while resisting ar- 
rest. Hendricks was wanted for attempt- 
ing to murder a city policeman on duty 
at the Georgia railroad depot one night 
in January. Repeated efforts to arrest 
him have been unsuccessful. On Saturday 
he sent word to Sheriff Anderson that he 
was at a certain house and invited him 
to aktempt to arrest him. Anderson and 
a posse went after him: Saturday night. 
A knock at the cabin door brought Hen- 
dricks to the door with a double-barreled 
shotgun. He pulled the trigger of both 
barrels at Sheriff Anderson, but the gun 
failed to shoot, as the sheriff had bribed 
a negro in the evening to unload the gun, 
which he did. Hendricks ran to the back 
door and into the yard. Deputy Hay 
called to him to halt. The negro had a 
large stick in his hand and reached down 
and picked up a large rock. Just as he was 
in the act of throwing it Hay shot him 
in the knee to cripple him. .The load of 
shot severed an artery from which the 
negro quickly bled to death. Dr. Travis 
was quickly on the scene and tried to 
save him, but was too late. The coroner’s 
jury found a-verdict of justifiable homi- 
cide.

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MORAN IS IN

He Is the Negro Who Attempted To 
Assault a Lady. 


NO EXCITEMENT IN ROME 


Officers Thought Moran Would Be 
Safe in Fulton Jail. 


CONTRACTOR SHOT BY A  WEGRO 


"Confederate Veterans To Hold Reun- 
ion at Rome—Separate Cars for 
Races—Other News. 


Rome, Ga.. May  21.—(Special.)—John 
Moran alias Jack Morgan, the seventeen- 
year-old negro boy who attempted to as- 
sault Mrs. Ab Camp about one week ago, 
was captured near Armuchee early this 
morning by Dr. Ramsey and another 
party. 

Dr. Ramsey quietly came to the city 
and notified the sheriff, who went for the 
negro. The matter was kept from every 
one until the boy was landed in fail, 
which was successfully ac plished 
about noon. Moran was safely behind the 
bars before a dozen people knew it. No 
trouble is anticipated now, but every 
precaution will be observed at the fail 
with extra armed guards. Moran con- 
fesses the attempted assault. He is a 
brutal, sullen fellow. 

Negro Sent to Atlanta. 

Officers Broach and Taylor left here late 
this afternoon with John Moran for At- 
lanta. The negro was quietly slipped out 
a side entrance to the jail, placed in a 
buggy and driven to the outskirts of the 
city. By previous arrangements the 4:30 
o'clock Rome train was flagged and the 
officers and prisoner got aboard. This was 
all accomplished through ithe coolness and 
headwork of Deputy Sheriff Dunehoo and 
no one knew it until tonight. 

Judge Henry has ordered the January 
grand jury to assemble Friday morning 
at 11 o’c!ock and a panel of traverse ju- 
rors has been summoned. Morvan will 
then be brought back here for trial. There 
Is no excitement whatever here tonight. 


Contractor O’Brien Shot. 


Early this morning on the spur track 
being bullt from Cave Spring to the De- 
Bardeleben ore mines, a probably fatal 
tragedy occurred. T. H. O’Brien, of An- 
niston, a railroad contractor, was shot in 
the shoulder and neck by a negro named 
Hammond. 

Mr. O’Brien went out from Cave Spring 
to the works this morning and found 
the negroes drunk and fighting among 
themselves. Hammond was flourishing a 
shotgun ani Mr. O’Brien ordered him to 
give up the weapon. Instead of doing 
so, Hammond fired point blank at the 
contractor, the heavy charge of shot en- 
tering the neck and shoulder. The wounds 
are extremely painful, but will not prove 
fatal unless complications set in. Ham- 
mond was arrested and will be carried to 
Cedartown, 

About two weeks ago Mr. O’Brien was 
myrried to Miss Agnes McCaffery, a hbeau- 
tiful and popular young woman of this 
city. . 

A negro named Battle fell under the 
train at Cave Spring and was instantly 
killed. He had some relatives on the 
ears and jumped aboard to ride to the 
switch. In swinging off he fell beneath 
the moving wheels, and was ground to 
a pulp.

This will develop later. Eight aldermen 
and the mayor have a year of their term 
to serve after the present year. Not in 
many years has there been a white dem- 
ocratic primary for mayor and aldermen, 
but white and black voters have beén 
permitted to vote in one general election. 
There is a movement on foot now, how- 
ever, to have white democratic city pri- 
maries hereafter. There is a county 
democratic executive committee, but no 
city democratic executive committee. 
A meeting has been called for next 
Thursday afternoon at 4 o'clock at the 
chamber of commerce for the purpose of 
organizing a city democratic club or 
league, which may lead to the forma- 
tion of a city democratic executive com- 
mittee, and white city primary elections.

The very idea is absurd and the people 
of Crawford are justlly indignant that 
such rumors should have been circulated 
about them. The total vote cast in the 
county was only 891, While 1,103 names 
were registered. It is true that there 
was no registration book or list at the 
Webb precinct, but that was no fault of 
the voters. The managers said that the 
book had been stolen. This was not dis- 
covered until the morning of the elec- 
tion and it was then too late to secure 
a list of those who had qualified, but a 
list of the tax defaulters was furnished 
the managers and they were guided by 
this. There were ninety-one registered 
voters in that district and only sixty- 
eight voted. The election in my opin- 
ion, was one of the fairest that has ever 
been held in that county, and I think it 
a great injustice to the citizens of Craw- 
ford that such damaging reports should 
have been circulated about them.

Dr. R. H. Fleming Speaks. 

At a few minutes after 11 o'clock, the 
hour set for the consideration of the re- 
port of the delegates to the council of 
the Alliance of Reformed churches, 
which convened in Washington city last 
September, Dr. George W. Finley, of 
Fisherville, Va., chairman of the com- 
mittee, rose and said that as he had al- 
ready read the report to the assembly 
he would neither read it again nor speak 
upon it to the body, but would introduce 
with great pleasure Dr. R. H. Fleming, 
of Lynchburg, Va., representing the 
western section of the Alliance, who 
would have something of value to say on 
the history, objects and achievements of 
the great evangelical alliance. 

Dr. Fleming ascended the platform and 
held the intense interest of the assembly 
for half an hour in describing what the 
Alliance has done and was organized to 
do throughout christendom. He began 
at the period of the reformation and 
gave a scholarly historical sketch of the 
great rebels of Christian theology—Luth- 
er and his contemporaries. What evan- 
gelicism accomplished that monasticism 
had failed to accomplish, and the blessed 
legacy of religious liberty which these 
reformers bequeathed to the ages was 
dwelt upon with a keen analytical knowl- 
edge by the speaker. The division of 
the churches holding the tenets of Pres- 
byterianism was largely imaginary and 
at most technical. While not intending 
to deprecate or subvert denominational- 
ism, the Alliance of Reformed churches, 
inaugurated twenty-seven years ago, had 
at heart the accentuation of the one- 
ness of the Reformed churches in creed 
and methods of accomplishing human 
salvation, and on the abstract question 
of morality they could best work as one 
aggressive Christian entity. Concentra- 
tion was the order of the day. The Alli- 
the parliament of the church 
earth designed to teach the 
brotherhood of man. It was broad and 
catholic, the only test of membership 
being the acceptance of the cardinal 
principles of the reformation. Its motto 
was co-operation and _  fraternization. 
There were those who prayed that the 
Alliance, so noble a working force al- 
ready in the cause of the Christ, might 
prove to be the leaven for the unifica- 
tion of all Protestant sects, if not of all 
christendom. 
Dr. Fleming 
‘higher critics’”’ 
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paid his respects to the 
of the Dr. Briggs type, 
and said the time had come when the 
church should not revise, but reaffirm 
the great doctrinal truths enunciated by 
the Calvanist fathers. These astute an- 
alysts of .the credibility of the word of 
God from the standpoint of worldly sci- 
ence would emasculate Christianity of 
its vital force and reduce it to a mere 
ethical philosophy. They saw in Jesus 
Christ only a religious genius like Budd- 
ha.

The gantlet had _ been 
thrown down within the church and 
Christians who adhered to a Hteral ac- 
ceptance of the Bible and the articles of 
faith based thereon should not be back- 
ward in picking it up. 

A portion of the foregoing report was 
referred to the committee on foreign cor- 
respondence and the portion appropriate 
for the . action of the assembly was 
adopted. 

Dr. Reed reported that his committee 
had failed to obtain the consent of one 
of the parties to the controversy from 
the North Mississippi presbytery to have 
the matter adjudicated in committee and 
that it would, therefore, have to be 
fought out on the floor of the assembly. 
s3y consent of the body it was, therefore, 
made the first order of the afternoon 
session. 

This necessitated the report of the ed- 
ucational cOmmittee going over a second 
time and it was, on motion of Dr. Rice, 
made the third order for today. 

A number of notices of committee 
meeting were made by chairmen, after 
which the forenoon session adjourned. 

The midday devotional service was 
well attended and the exercises were 
marked by spirit. Rev. C. E. Cunning- 
ham, of Yazoo City, Miss., preached a 
helpful sermon full of eloquence and 
sound doctrine. 


Afternoon Session. 


Practically the entire afternoon session 
of the general assembly was taken up in

Other Overtures Heard. 

The stated clerk read the semi-annual 
report of the theological seminary at 
Louisville, Ky., which showed a gratify- 
, ing growth and prosperous condition in 
all its departments. 

The Banquo ghost of Presbyterianism, 
which many had expected. to see walk 
before this in the form of an overture, 
now presented itself in just that way, 
The overture came from the Brazos pres- 
bytery in Texas and asked that the as- 
sembly hand down to the presbytertes 
for their vote an amendment to the 
“Confession of Faith,” as follows: “All 
dying in infancy are elect infants, and 
are regenerated,’’ etc. 

The judicial committee, through Chair. 
man Reed, presented the case of Rey, J, 
S. Shaw, now a resident of Texas, who 
has filed a complaint with the assembly 
against the presbytery of North Missis- 
sippi, by which he was deposed from 
the ministry. The matter was referred 
from the synod of Memphis, After much 
discussion the case was referred hack 
to the committee for its final action, the 
assembly electing Reys, Blackburn and 
Van Houten to represent the plaintiff 
as counsel before the committee. 
| The committee on bills and overtures 
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forma] hearing given a minister who had 
been deposed from his ministry by one of 
the synods of the church and who had 
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appealed from the 
general assembly for 
grievances. 

The commissioners of the assembly sit- 
ting as members of the highest court in 
the church failed to sustain the complain- 
ant’s prayer and the decision of the synod 
was sustained, , 

The record of the case read by Stated 
Clerk W. A. Alexander was an exceed- 
ingly lengthy document. Briefly the facts 
in the case are these: 

Rey, R. J. Shaw, a member of the North 
Mississippl presbytery, was found guilty 
last year by the presbytery of violating 
his ordination vows and suspended from 
the presbytery for six months. When his 
sentence had been pronounced he de- 
nounced the presbytery and renounced its 
authority. The case went to the synod of 
Memphis and he was deposed by that 
body from the ministry for contumacy. 
When given an opportunity to repent and 
retract his statements before the presby- 
tery he did neither, butt aggravated 
offense by a jetter to the synod in which 
he said that to be deposed from the min- 
istry would be a relief and waived his 
constitutional rights. 

This letter proved his undoing before 
the general assembly, some of tthe com- 
missioners voicing’ the sentiment that in 
writing it he had voluntarily cut himself 
off from ‘the right of appeal to the general 
assembly. He also comtinued to preach 
and exercise the other functions of his 
ministerial office afiier the presbytery of 
North Mississippi had suspended him. 

Appeal was made to the general assem- 
bly in the form of a written complaint 
through Rev. J. S. Shaw in behalf of Rev. 
R, J. Shaw. The complaint, after reyiew- 
ing the history of the case, asked that the 
genera] assembly find the action of the 
synod of Memphis unconstituttonal and 
compe] that body to reopen the case and 
rescind its action. 

The general assembly refused tto do this 
by a vote of 142 to 2. 

The Case Is Heard. 

After some minor routine business had 
been transacted the court was opened in 
solemn form according to the book of or- 
der of the church. 

Moderator Martin read the law of the 
church providing for the sitting of the 
general assembly as a high court. He 
then called on Dr. Petrie, who offered up 
an eloquent prayer, 

Stated Clerk Alexander read the record 
of the case from the minutes of the North 
Mississippi presbytery and the synod of 
Memphis, also the complaint of R. J. 
Shaw asking that the action of the synod 
in deposing him for contumacy be found 
unconstitutional. 

Rev. C. N. Van Houten, of Manchester, 
Va., acted ag the complainant’s counsel. 

He said that the action of the presby- 
tery in deposing Mr. Shaw for contumacy 
was unconstitutional according to the 
book of order of the church, notwiith- 
Standing that the alleged contumacious 
act was committed in the very presence 
of the presbytery. : 

According to the strict laws of the 
church Mr. Van Houten said thai his 
client was not guilty of contumacy, The 
laws of the Presbyterian church, he said, 
expressly stated that for a minister to be 
guilty of contumacy he must have failed 
to obey three citations from a court of 
the church, This, he said, was the only 
contumacy that a minister in the Presby- 
terian church could be guilty of, and of 


Miss., had been appointed to defend the 
action of the North Mississippi presby- 
tery. 

He contended that it was beyond the 
power of the genera] assembly. to reopen 
the case and put Shaw on trial again. He 
read a number of paragraphs from the 
book of orders of the church to back his 
contention. 

Shaw, he said. had outlawed himself 
before the courts of the Presbyterian 
church and was now utterly beyond the 
pale. 

His actions in defying and renouncing 
the courts of the church were highly con- 
tumacious, seditious and rebellious. 

Dr, William H. Neel, of Memphis, 
Tenn., appeared to defend the action of 
the synod of Memphis. He brought wit 
him a pile of books on church law and a 
mass of manuscript for reference. This 
legal and mental ammunition made a 
formidable heap and caused more than 
one member of the assembly to peep 
warily at his watch and wonder if the 
doctor was a strong stayer. 

He said that the general assembly had 
to deal with a most aggravated case of 
contumacy cominitted without provoca- 
tion. Under the circumstances he 
thought the North Mississippi presbytery 
had acted with great consideration. The 
presbytery should have deposed Mr. 
Shaw for,his first offense. When the iat- 
ter had been given an Oppormiunity, to re- 
pent and retrgct his words he did neither, 
but had aggravated his offense by a most 
contumacious letter. 

In gubstance Dr. Neel’s argument was 
that no process Of law was needed when 
offense was committed in the presence of 
the presbytery. He quoted a number of 
church authorities, including Dr. J. H., 
Thornwell, to back the force of his argu- 
ment, 

Dr. Van Houten closed for the com- 
plainamt in a brief speech. 

On Lhe roll call 142 voted not to sustain 
Shaw’s complaint, and 42 voted in favor 
of sustaining it. This action furever bars 
Mr. Shaw from the Presbyterian church 
unless he comes before the genera] as- 
sembdiy next year, throwing himself on 
the mercy of the court and praying for 
reinstatement. 
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REPORT CAUSES A DISCUSSION. 


Presbyterians Are Hard at Work in 
St. Louis. 


St. Louis, May 21.—After a long discus- 
sion on the report of the board of edu- 
cation which occupied all Monday after- 
noon, during which séveral sharp parlia- 
mentary skirmishes were indulged in, the 
Presbyterian general assembly adopted 
the report and its . recommendations 
unanimously. During the entire animated 
discussion the rulings of the moderator 
were received with approbation and the 
business of the assembly moved along 
smoothly. Rev. George B. Stewart, D.D., 
president of Auburn Theological semi- 
nary, Auburn, N. Y., presented the report 
and also made a supplementary address, 
in which he expressed gratification at the 
state of the treasury, but deplored the 
slowness of* the sons of the church to 
offer their service for the ministry, which 
he sial indicated a low spiritual condition 
in families and congregations.

In the foregoing brief communication 
Mayor James G. Woodward replied to 
the resolution from council reminding him 
of his pledge, and requesting his resigna- 
tion. 

As was expected, the mayor refused to 
tender his resignation, and as was not 
expected, courcl) failed to consider the 
matter yesterday afterncon. Throughout 
the entire meeting there was not the most 
velled reference to the mayor and his re- 
guested resignation, although it is said 
that there were two resolutions pearing 
upon the case in the pockets of as many 
councilmen. 

The fact that council made no reference 
to the mayor's signature yesterday after- 
noon is said to be attributable to Colonel 
W. T. Moyers, his counsel, who for the 
second time stood Sy the mayor in his 
trouble. It is asserted positively by some 
membz-3 of council that hefwarded off 
Anticipated action yesterday. 

Although the mayor has failed to com- 
ply with the request of council, it is an- 
nounced that the matter is not at an end. 
It is said that a conference of ,those 
members of council] who believe his signa- 
ture should be forthcoming, in accordance 
with his promise mude upon a furmer 
occasion, will be held before the next 
mecting of council, 

This conference will have as its object, 
it is said, further action, but just what 
that will be it is impossible to state, for 
several members have several different 
opinions. It may be that one of the reso- 
lutions which were not introduced -yester- 
day will be decided apon for presentation. 

Thess two resolutions, itis alleged, al- 
though worded differently, provide for the 
appointing of a committee to investigate 
the charge of inebriety against the mayor 
and to report back to council. That they 
Were not introduced is said to be partly 
owing to the efforts of Colonel Moyers 
and partly to the belief that they would 
not have heen adopted, 

The communication from Mayor Wood- 
ward rega”ding his sequested resignation 
Came up under the regular head at the 
beginning cf the meeting. It was read 
by Clerk Greene, but as it was not ex- 
pected by council, several members an- 
nounced that: they had not heard, and 
Mayor Pro Yem. Mayson instructed tnat 
the communication be rend again.

IS 10 BE A COSTLY SYSTEM 


Company Allowed» To Furnish Light 
for Public and Private Use, 


WORK TO BEGIN WITHIN SIXTY DAYS 


The Ordinance Containing Six Im- 
portant Provisions Was Adopted 
by Council Without Oppo- 
sition at the Meeting 
Yesterday. 


An ordinance granting the Atlanta 
Railway and- Power Company the uso of 
the streets for an electric lighting system, 
for both public and private us3, was 
adopted unanimously yesterday afternoon 
by council. 

The system is to De constructed at a 
cost of about $450,000, and it is to be owned 
and operated by the Atlanta Railway end 
Power Company. 

Work jis to begin within sixty days after 
the ordinance has received the signature 
of the mayor, und is to be completed 
within twelve months. 

This is the same ordinance that the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company en- 
deavored to havé adopted by council sev- 
eral months ago. It was turned down at 
that time, however, for reasons that were 
fully explained. The objectionable fea- 
tures of the old ordinance were eliminated 
and a second petition wus presented. , 

The committee on electric lights, tele- 
graph and telephones, of which Council- 
man Holland is chairman, considered the 
new petition last week ani decided to re- 
port favorably upon it. With the ap- 
proval of the committeo it came before 
council yesterday afternccn for its first 
reading. 

A motion to place the ordinance upon 
its second reading was adopted wunani- 
mously, and Clerk Greene again read the 
provisions of the orifnance, whicu fully 
protect the city, and are to be rigidly en- 
forced by the authorities. The ordinance 
allows the company to make excavations 
in the streets for conduits within the fire 
limits, to use either the present poles of 
the company or new ones outside the fire 
limits, and to conduct its electric iignting 
system either for public or private us:. 

The ordinance is made subject to six 
conditions, which were carefully prepared 
under the direction of the committee. 

All work to be done by the company Is 
to be submitted to the inspection and su- 
pervision of the board of electric contrul 
and the city engineer, 

All) sidewalks and paving removed D3 
the cormpany must be replaced in a con- 
dition satisfactory to the proper authori- 
ties. 

Tha company is to be Hable and the 
city exempt from all damages, personal 


or otherwise, resulting from constructing |

the system. The Atlanta Railway 
Power Company is to give a $20,000 bond 
for any damages’ growing 6ut of con- 
structing the system, and the city re 
serves the right to sncrease the arnount 
of this bond at any tile. 

The company is to be subject to all ex- 
isting law and any that may hereafter be 
adopted by the municipal government. 

The grant was made subject to a 2 per 
cent income tax on the gross earnings of 
the company, which is not, however, to 
be collected unti] other companies engaged 
in a similar business begin paying a like 
tax to the city. 

The last provision of the ordinance is 
that work must begin within sixty days 
after the adoption of the ordinance, and 
the system must be completed within 
twelve morths. 

The ordinance was adopted by 2 viva 
voce vote.

“Tha cost of constructing the system 
will be Letween $400,000 and $500,000, wo 
cannot tell the cxact amount as yet, as it 
necessarily had to be estimated. I hardly 
think, however, that the amount will be 
more than the latter figures. 

“We are anxious to begin work on this 
system, ind will do so as soon as the 
aldermanic board has acted and the 
mayor has given it his signature. We be- 
lieve it will be a splendid thing for the 
city, and we will endeavor io furnish a 
fine service.”

MARKET PLACE 


Petition Council To Establish 
One in Atlanta, 


COMMITTEE WAS APPOINTED 


Will Confer with Women Regarding 
Movement Started by Them, 


COUNCIL TO ACT AT NEXT MEETING 


The Petition Presented and Read 
Yesterday Afternoon Was Signed 
by Several Hundred Prom- 
inent Housekeepers

A city market place is wanted by the 
women of Atlanta. 

Their petition to council asking that one 
be established was read during the ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon, and while no 
action, further than to refer it to a com- 
mittee, was taken, the opinions of those 
members of council who expressed them- 
selves were entirely favorable to the 
project. The matter is still in embryo so 
far as council is concerned, as there is 
considerable work remaining to be done 
before the proposed ordinance will receive 
the signature of the mayor. It will how- 
ever, be encourag:ng to the women 10 
know that the movement has at last 
reached the men who head the city govern 


ment, and has been taken hold of by 


them. 

The petition presented yesterday was 
signed by several hundred of the most 
prominent; women of Atlanta. An at- 
tempt was made to count the names, but 
efter a yard or more of the petition haa 
been unrolled and about 200 names had 
been counted, the effort was abandoned. 

The first name on the list was that of 
Mrs. Burton-Smith, former president of 
the Atlanta Woman's Club, during whose 
term of office the movement was started, 
Mrs. Smith appointed committees of prom- 
inent women to create interest in the pro- 
posed market place, gave great impetus 
to the movement in Atlanta, and tinally 
secured the indorsement cf the Georgia 
Federation of Woman's Clubs. 

The Georgia federation, therefore, but 
more particularly the Atlanta Woman's 
Club, is behind the movement, und the 
members of the organization will give the 
project their entire support and urge the 
adoption by council of an ordinance pro- 
viding for the market. 

Text of the Petition.

To the Mayor and Council of Atlanta—We, 
the undersigned housekeepers of Atlanta, ap- 
preciating the need of a city market house,

S. M. White, representing the 
union side, announced that members of 
the Typographical Union and of the At- 
lanta Federation of Trades were under 
the impression that the debate was to have 
occurred one week from next Wednes- 
day. 

Postponement Was Wanted. 

Colonel W. T. Moyers, who represented 
the Federation of Trades, asked that the 
matter be postponed two weeks and 
thought that a resolution suspending the 
operations of the Grady ordinance for 
two weeks would allow the city to enter 
into any contracts it might desire. 

At this point Comptroller Goldsmith was 
sent for to tell the committee what books 
were needed for the city and of the bids 
upon them. While the committee was 
waiting for the compftoller C. P. Byrd, 
of the Byrd Printing Company, secured 
the floor to insist that the committee hear 
from the two sides at once instead of 
postponing the matter. 

Councilman Pope’ said he understood 
that the bids this year were nearly dou- 
ble those of last vear. 

Comptroller Goldsmith announced that 
there were four bids and that all of them 
were from union shops. He thought they 
were higher than the bids last year. 

After deciding several matters in con- 
nection with the debate, most important 
of which were that each side should be 
allowed one hour to present its case, the 
debate began. 


Byrd Was First Speaker. 

C. P. Byrd, of the Byrd Printing Com- 
pany, was the first speaker. He said that 
neither he nor the other non-union pro- 
prietors had any fight to make on the 
labor unions. He ran an open shop him- 
self and was one of twenty-eight such 
shops in Atlanta, while there were only 
four union shops in the city. He thought 
it was class legislation to deprive the 
twenty-eight proprietors from bidding on 
the printing in order to help the four. Mr. 
Byrd concluded by saying that under the 
ordinance there Was not a union shop in 
the city that could do the printing for the 
city because Atlanta has a class of work 
done which he maintained the union 
shops could not turn out. 

Mr. Byrd exhibited a comparative state- 
ment showing the relative size of union 
and non-union shops. According to his 
figures the union shops employ from 
twenty-eight to fifty men and the non- 
union shops from 525 to 702: the union 
shops pay out in monthly wages about 
$1,700 and the non-union shops pay $20.950 


per month; the unton shops have three 
evlinder presses and the non-union have 
thirty-four; the union shops: have twelve 
job presses and the non-union shops have 
sixty-two; the union shops, according to 
the books in the tax assessor's office. are 
valued at $5,900 and the non-union shops 
are valued at $69,850. 
President Green’s Speech. 

Dan A. Green, president of the Atlanta 
Typographical Union, stated that the 
comptroller had been correct in stating 
that the bids were higher this year, but 
he attributed it to the increase in the 
price of material. Mr. Green said the 
advanced the price of mate- 
rials used in printing and as this affected 
both union an non-union shops an ad- 
vance was necessary.

The Lesson of the Primary. 

Why should not the lesson taught by | 

our recent primary lead to its universal] 
adoption all over the state? 

The object of a primary election in 
Georgia !s to ascertain the popular wil] 
and any system which fails of that pur- 
pose is inadequate and should be re- 
placed by one which is b« tter, In states | 
where the population is of such charac- 
ter that the decision of publie questions 
Can be left to the regular election, the | 
opposing candidates may very well be 
placed on the field by caucuses, or by | 
personal motion. This, as every map | 
knows, is impossible. The safety of | 
home. of wife, mother and children, | 
all depend upon the unity and concert 
of action of the white race. Georgia 
cannot afford to commit her interests 
to an election which necessitates an ap- 
peal to the vote of an inferior race. 
The primary, with us, is the election, 
and therefore, the primary should be 
rendered as genera] as possible. 

The state executive committee order- 
€d a primary for statehouse officers on 
the 15th of May. That was as far as it 
was authorized to go. because county 
committees control loca] nominations, 
In over half of the state these county | 
committees recognized the importance | 
of the step by bunching ail the nomi-| 
nations. The result was, first, the 
largest registration therein ever made | 
by democratic voters, and secondly | 
larger vote in the primary than had 
ever been cast in a regular election. | 
Thus the true purpose of the primary 
was accomplished—that of obtaining a 
full expression of the popular voice. 

Now this is just what was not ob- 
tained in the counties which failed to 
act in concert with the state. In these 
counties the vote was small in the pri- 
mary and will be small in the regular 
election. Nominations for the legisla- 
ture and for county officers will be 
made in a desultory sort of way during 
the summer in the counties which have 
not acted, which may be satisfactory to 
some of the candidates, but not to the 


i 


mass of the people, who will not take. 


time to go to the polls. The answer to | 
this assertion will be found on the call | 
of the roll. when the facts will be dis- | 
closed, and not by pre-primary protes- | 


tations, 

In this whole matter there is but one 
thing to be considered—the safety ang 
convenience of the people themselves, 
to whose will the candidates must con- 
form. That safety demands the harmo- 
nious action of the white race, under 
such conditions that each county may 
do its whole duty by all the others. 
There is no sound reason why, in the 
future, all the nominations should not 
be bunched by every county in the 
state. That is the trend of public opin- 
ion, which cannot be resisted. 


An Early Instance of Protection. 
The London Daily Mail, in discuss- 
ing the tobacco question, recalls an in- 


stance of governmental protection in| 


which Ireland was the victim and the 
American colonies were the beneficia- 
ries. 

The Mail narrates that what is known 
as “English tobacco’”’ has been grown 


in the British islands for centuries. | 


Not that it is any good for snuff, or 
pipes, or cigarettes, as the virtue dies 
out very soon from home-seeded to- 
bacco. “English” or “green” tobacco 
grows from three feet to five feet. but 
the valuable kinds are from five feet to 
six feet high. and they grow well in 
the southern parts of both England and 
Ireland. The industry has never had a 
chance, for when tobacco was first 
£Trown as a crop in Ireland the tobacco 
Planters in Virginia and the Carolinas 
_ Pfotested against Irish competition, 
> nd the British government. always 
| trying to endear itself to the Irish, 
_ ade the growing of home tobacco a 
. penal e. 
i ell government was not alone in 
In . TWo popes—Urban VITI and 
nocent XI—fulminated against the 
6 of tobacco. The Latin text freely 


translated reads that “he who smokes 
today shall smoke tomorrow.” Sultan 
Amuret IV decreed that the pipe of the 
smoker be thrust through his nose; 
and in Russia the noses of smokers 
were cut off. English grown tobacco 
needs no expensive machinery; can be 
grown by yeoman or cottager, and 
brings a high price. The profits claimed 
for the recent big experiments in Ire- 
land verge on the fabulous. 

Great hopes are entertained in Ire- 
land growing out of the revival of the 
tobacco industry. :

Governor Beckham, of Kentucky. 

At last the Kentucky election case 
has been decided, as everybody knew it 
would be, in favor of Mr. Beckham 4s 
governor of Kentucky. 

Dragged up to the supreme court of 
the United States, that body has very 
properly decided that it had no juris- 
diction and that each state must settle 
its own contentions, which carries with 
it the correlative declaration that it is 
the duty of the people to abide by the 
decision of their own state authorities, 

In rendering this decision Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller said: . 

It is obviously essential to the inde- 
pendence of the states and to their peac® 
and tranquillity and their power to prc- 
ceribe the adjudications of their own of: 
fices. the tenure of their officers, the man- 
ner of their election and the grounds on 
which the tribunals before which and ihe 
mode in which such elections may te 
contested, should be exclusive and free 
from external interference, except so far 


| as plainly provided by the constitution of 


the United States, and where controver- 
sies over the election of state offices have 
reached the state courts in the manner 
provided and have been determined in 
accordance with state constitutions and 
laws must necessarily be rare in which 
the interference of this court can properly 
be invoked. 

These remarks are so entirely in ac- 
cord with American legal and political 
procedure that the first-grade pupil 
in any public school who could not 
have anticipated them, would be un- 
worthy of promotion. This is a gov- 


' ernment of states, absolutely independ- 


ent in state concerns, and a govern- 
ment of United States in all matters of 
general concern. 

Hence the vexatious part of the Ken- 
tucky controversy has been, from the 
first. that the republicans acted out- 
sidg of the law and treasonably. When 
Mr. Taylor dispersed the legislature by 
force instead of lending his whole en- 
ergies to the capture of the murderers 
of Governor Goebel, he rendered him- 
self liable to the charge of protesta- 
tion. Frightened into a sense of his 
danger, he arranged a plan of settle- 
ment. which he proceeded deliberately 
to break. In order to save his personal 
friends who had compassed the murder 


| of Governor Goebel, he issued bogus 


pardons intended to protect them from 


| the courts. Turning upon the judicial 


power he ignored every court in his 
state, and established a reign of anar- 


chy, resisting the decision of the high- 
est court of the state which favored 


Beckham. His appeal to the supreme 
court of the United States was taken 
when he Knew positively, as did hts at- 
torneys, that he had no legal basis 
whatever, All the way through the re- 
publican course has been one of fraud, 
murder and treason. 

The highest court of all the states 
has but declared what everybody has 
known all along, which emphasizes 
the despicable character of republican 
politics, at least so far as Kentucky is 
concerned,

German Interests in the Americas. 

If German investments in South 
America are to be regarded with fear 
what must be the feeling when it is 
learned that more German capital is 
invested in the United States alone 


|than in all the rest of America com- 


bined? 

This fact will appear from the forth- 
coming volume of the bureau of Ameri- 
can republics, the data having been col- 
lected before the present discussion 
was thought of. From this publication 
it appears that German interests in the 
Americas reach the enormous total of 
five billions of marks, and that this 
statement is official appears clearly. 
from the fact that the article is based 
upon a translation from a statement 
prepared by the imperial German min- 
istry of marine and published in The 
Kolonial Zeitung,“a semit-official Ger- 
man paper. 

As Senator Lodge’s utterances have 
specified what he believed to be Ger- 
man encroachments in Argentine, Bra- 
z'l and Southern Chili, the figures on 
this point also are of prime interest. 
According to the statement about 600,- 
000,000 marks have been invested in 
the Argentine republic, 350,000,000 
marks in Brazil ang 300,000,000 marks 
in Chili, In each of these countries the 
ereater part of the capital expended 
has been in commerce and banking, 
real estate and plantations being appa- 
rently deemed next in profitable impor- 
tance, while the interest in industry 
and trade is comparatively slight. 

The capital invested in the United 
States is shown at 2,000,000,000 marks. 
which amount just balarftes that of all 
the countries of South America com- 
bined. Central America has received 
253,000,000 marks of German capita] 
and Mexico over 200,000,000 marks. 


|The figures for the West Indies ghow 


Cuba 150,000,000 marks; Hayti ang San 
Domingo over 50,0900.0Q0, while the 
amounts accredited to St. Thomas, Por- 
to Rico and Surinam arg either not ob- 
tainable or considered not proper for 
publication. 

It should stand to reason that a peo- 
ple who would invest so much in the 
United States could not be hostile in 
intention, and that those who are try- 
ing to sow discord between the two 
countries are the enemies of both. 


The Problem of Youth and Maturity. 

A not unfamiliar figure of our day is 
the “lean and slippered pantaloon” 
specimen of manhood who, not having 
made a success in life, or at least 
whose efforts in that direction have 
been marked by nondescript results, 
deelares on every occasion that “this is 
a young Man’s age.” and that ability 
counts for nought if accompanied by 
gray hairs. Never was more palpable 
misstatement or falser conception of 
conditions as they appear to the man 
who refuses to be guided by surface 
indications. 

It can be considered with a reasona- 
ble degree of certainty that the author 
of such assertions as these ss at odds 
with the world for some personal rea- 


son. The present era is probably the’ 
first in the history of civilization 


wherein ail ages and classes have had 


equal opportunities, and whose labors 
have been crowned with equal recog- 
nition and compensation. Number of 
days are not to be reckoned with in 
determining a man’s fitness or his 
chances for success or failure. It is 
the material from which he is formed. 
the manner in which he improves the 
opportunities which are liberally cast 
in every man’s path and the will and 
determination with which § every 
healthy individual is endowed, which 
are the ultimate and undeniable fac- 
tors. 

Of course, speaking physically this 
grumbler may be correct, and there is 
every cause why he should. be. For 
those vocations which require steady 
nerves, qualities of endurance and 
muscle, and a stalwart frame, the 
world demands, as it always has and 
always will, the youngest and most 
vigorous. This condition exists and is 
undisputed. But it is not the one to 
which the complainant refers. He levels 
his shafts at those whom he pretends 
to believe are usurping every field of 
endeavor, whether it be that of book- 
keeping or psychical research. If he 
did but investigate the annals of great 
achievements he would soon have rea- 
son to withdraw his objections on this 
score, and if he be a logically con- 
structed creature, search for new prem- 
ises on which to base his argument. 

Bearing definitely on this question, 
and more than interesting, is a collec- 
tion of facts printed by The New Or- 
leans Picayune. The catalogue is a 
somewhat lengthy one, showing what 
has been accomplished by men in old 
age, 

The facts set forth are authentic and 
establish beyond a goubt that a man 
is capable, mentally speaking, of his 
best work at advanced ages. It is only 
at that time when the mind reaches its 
highest state of cultivation, and is able 
to exert itself with promptitude and 
precision, There are other and more re- 
cent instances going to maintain that 
the same is true today. We find in al- 
most every sphere of activity men of 
advanced age and more than full matu- 
rity occupying prominent positions and 
respectal and deferred to by all with 
whom they are brought into contact, 
whether in business or social life. If 
the young man is found jostling his su- 
perior on every round of the ladder, 
no plausibility is furnished to the 


statement that he is usurping the place 


or privileges of the former. It is only 
a sure indication that he is more fit for 
the work, not on account of his youth, 
but because of peculiar circumstances 
which are not dependent upon youth 
for their presence. 

Let the chronic grumbler, therefore, 
pause before he sweepingly condemns 
the business or professional man for 
secant charity to the man of mature 
years and experience. If he will con- 
scientiously investigate the subject. it 
is more than probable that he will haVe 
ample reason to alter his views and at- 


tribute the condition to its real cause,

General Longstreet’s Pension. 

It would be a graceful thing for con- 
gress to make the proposed increase in 
the pension of. General James Long- 
street. 

The services of this veteran Amer- 
ican soldier during the Mexican war 
were of such a character as to win for 
him recognition and promotion at the 
time. They are still worth the stamp of 
the nation’s approbation. Too blunt to 
be a politician, General Longstreet has 
always maintained the soldierly attri- 
butes of direct speech and simple ac- 
tion. He has now passed into the shad- 
ow of eighty years, so that his remain- 
ing years cannot be many, and the pen- 
sion would come in time to be a tribute 
to the man who won for us an empire.

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Correct Date from a Georgia Lady. 
The discussion of the exact date of 
Judge Hillyer’s annular eclipse, which 
The Constitution introduced to its 
readers, has become quite warm, but 
the honor of its correct solution must 
go to a Georgia lady, Mrs. Kate L, 
Moss, of Whitesville, Harris county. 

It will be remembered that Judge 
Hillyer did not attempt to fix the date 
of this ethereal strayling—he only 
drew attention to the fact that during 
the break-up of the confederacy and 
before order had been fully re-estab- 
lished there had been an _ eclipse, 
and that it had received no attention, 
so far as known. from the scientists, 
Mr. S. P. Richards, a venerable and 
observant citizen of Atlanta, who kept 
a diary at the time, set the occurrence 
down under date of October 16, 1865, 
while Mrs, Hamilton, of Rome, and 
Mr. Lane. of Wilkes, corroborated the 
fact that it did take place in the fall of 
1865. Sinee that time many other state- 
ments have been made, among them 
one from one of the government offi- 
cers now in the state, connected with 
the observation corps watching the 
eclipse of the coming ek, in which 
the eclipse alluded to is authoritatively 
fixed for the 19th of October, 1865. 

Meanwhile Tha Constitution’s mail of 
Sunday morning contained a letter 
from Mrs. Moss, in which.she gave the 
exact day and hour. Mrs. Moss had no 
knowledge of the government publica- 
tion, nor cf the recent publication in 
The Constitution. and her contribution. 
therefore, is from original source. enti- 


tling her to the honor of first settling | 


the disputed date. In her letter, Mrs. 
Moss says: 

T can establish hevond a doubt when the 
occurrence took place and herewith send 
you a file of almanacs from 1860 to 1869. 
I have kept. I conceived the idea of fj}- 
ing my almanacs when I was married, 
in early spring of 1860, and have them 
all to date except from 1870 to 1875. which 
were lost in the evclone that destroved 
our home in 1875. This file contains many 
eventful incidents, as the glorious south- 
ern confederacy existed during the time, 
which may be a source of interest to 
you, and curios at this time. I make the 
date of,the anrular eclipse on 19th of 
October, 1865. Individually I did not ob- 
serve it much, being confined to my room 
by sickness, but will remember my hus- 
band’s and little son's interest, as they 
smoked pieces of glass over a confederate 
tallow candle in my room, and they de- 
scribed the wierd scene as the shadows 
grew darker and fowls seemed’ so dazed 
in the yards. 

The wide divergence of opinion as to 
the date, relied upon by memory, cov- 
ering a period of three years, shows 
how faulty it is apt to be, and how un- 
reliable it must become when transmit- 
ted to others as tradition. Even the 
written records, as in the case of Mr 
Richards, are apt to show the lapse of 
several days, since the entry must have 
been made under a misapprehension of 
the date. 

Thus We have finally located Judge 
Hillyer’s eclipse, and secured for it a 
‘place in the public records.

VIEWS FROM GEORGIA. | THE PASSING THRONG, 
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Colonel W. A. Hemphill Talks on 
. . Matters of Interest. . 

Chicago Post: Colonel W. A. Hemphill, pres- 
ident of The Atlanta Constitution Company, 
who is here to attend the annual meeting of 
the Associated Press, brought cheerful news 
from the south, After remarking that the 
heat was: greater here than in his Georgia 
home the well-known publisher furnished his 


interviewer an interesting bit of political gossip. . 


“How would David Bennett Hill appear as 
the running mate for Colonel William J. 
Bryan?” asked Colonel Hemphill. ‘‘Well, the 
leaders have been discussing. the availability 
of the ex-governor of New York for the second 
place on the democratic ticket. Let’s see. How 
long ago was it that Mr. Bryan was a guest 
of ‘I-am-a-Democrat’ Hill at his home at Wol- 
fert’s Roost? I believe from what I have heard 
Mr. Hill would be immenséty pleased were he 
permitted to run with the Nebraska man. of 
course Hill opposed the Chicago platform, but 
with silver put into a subordinate plank in the 
Kansas City platform, the man from the 
‘enemy’s country’ would greatly strengthen 
the national ticket in the race in the Empire 
State. That is the way the leaders figure it. 
Another New York man—Congressman Amos 
Cummings—also has been discussed in the 
south as a possibility. Towne is not well 
known in the south and will not be the 
choice of that part of the country for second 
plase, in my opinion.’’ 

Colonel Hemphill fs enthusiastic over the 
future of Dixie. He has made the matter cf 
the development of the country south of Ma- 
son and Dixon's line a subject of close study 
and his utterances are authoritative. Next 
winter, in all probability, the south will witness 
the greatest era of prosperity that that sec- 
tion has ever experienced, unless the Atlanta 
newspaper publisher is greatly mistaken. 

‘‘Democratic leaders will find that the great 
battle of the ballots will have to be fought, 
so far as democracy is concerned, against pros- 
perity,’’ continued Colonel Hemphill. “All 
other issues are subordinated to this one of 
prosperity, and the prosperity the south is 
now enjoying is increasing in volume. It will 
be something marvelous by winter if the pres- 
ent rate is continued. With cotton selling at 3 
to 10 cents the south is assured great good 
times.: I have made investigation and I am 
safe in saying that the deposits in southern 
banks today are double what they were a4 
year ago. Nearly every national bank has taken 
advantage of the law to issue notes up to 
the legal limit. 

“If a man were to borrow an expression 
from the game of poker, the south has a great 
hand—she has four kings. These are cotton, 
coal, iron and lumber. The world is the mar- 
ket of the south for these supplies in the 
crude state. But the people have awakened 
to the fact that the country rich in natural 
resources remains comparatively poor while it 
contents itself with supplying the world mar- 
ket with the material in the crude state. We 
expect to ‘revolutionize the business with man- 
ufacturing. 

‘Take the staple of cotton. 
10,000,000 bales, worth at a low estimate 
$300.000,000. If manufactured into finished 
products the crop would be valued into the 
billion figures. Georgia puts out about a mil- 
lion and a quarter bales each year. What @ 
world of money that product will leave with 
the state when it is sold as a finished product! 
And the day is coming when it will go out 
as a finished product. We of the south have 
been bobbing up in the north for several years 
and we have the itch for manufactories. 

“Atlanta is growing—the whole country is 
growing. There are contracts awaiting ful- 
filling in our city today for $6,000,000 worth 
of new buildings. I recall the time, and it 
is but thirty years ago, when this sum would 
represent the entire value of the structures in 
Atlanta.’’ 

The representative newspaper publisher from 
Georgia speaks from the shoulder, so to speak, 
when he deals with conditions in the south, 
regardless of political feeling. Senator Mor- 
gan’s attitude on the expansion question, 
claiming, in brief that the new territory cf 
the United States opens a market for the 
staple products of the south, Colonel Hemp- 
hill says evidently finds much favor in the 
south, for the senator has been most effectively 
indorsed by the people of his state. “With 
our cotton we .can clothe the world of the 
tropics’’ seems to be a firmly intrenched ar- 
gument in the south, 

‘“‘Let me say a word or two about peaches, 
said the colonel. ‘‘I mean luscious, godod- 
looking peaches that defy the most exacting 
critics in their search for faults. Georgia is 
going to have the greatest peach crop in her 
history. Fruit farms are well established in 
our state and the product can be landed at 
the doors of Chicagoans so quickly that the 
fruit will maintain its friends. And in 
watermelons—well, we never fail. The pros- 
pects for all.small fruits and the grain crops 
were never better. Every observation strength- 
ens my belief tn the coming greatest era cf 
prosperity the south ever knew.’”’

The subject of eclipses is entirely with>ut 
the province of the undersigned, but it is a 
well-known fact that after the lapse of a perivl 
of 6,585.32 days, or about eighteen years and 
eleven days, there will be a recurrence of a 
given eclipse, although the eclipse will not be 
visible frorim the same pcrtion of the globe. 

A reference to the American Ephemeris or 
Nautical Almanac for 1883, shows that an 
alrnuldr eclipse of the sun took place on VUec- 
tober 30, 1883, the eclipse being invisible in 
the United States. hy reckoning back - ighteen 
years end eleven days from ihis date we find 
that the atmular eclipse previously referred to 
must have occurred on Ucteber 19, |&65, the 
date given by two of your correspondents.

There Was no insurance on the mill or 
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“T> the average person who doesn't 
stop to make close calculations, a soda 
water fount presents the appearance van 
a glittering gold mine: these -hot days, 
remarked a White-haired man behind @ 
counter in the center of the city as he 
deftly tossed a couple of cherries on 
top of a glass of ice cream and handed 
out a check to an impatient man who 
was waiting. ‘But there’s mot as much 
money in the business as the @verage per- 
son thinks, athough the profits in sum- 
mertime are considerable. 

“The counter trade pays handsomely, 
but the table trade—and there’s a certain 
class that will be served nowhere else— 
is not half as profitable as it looks on 
the surface. A man will walk up to the 
counter, buy a drink, pay for it, and 
then walk out and make way for someone 
else. But the table customers are differ- 
ent. Half an hour is the average time 
that it takes a girl to eat a sherbet at 
a table, and if the fellow she’s with knows 
his business, the chances are that she'll 
prolong her stay fifteen minutes longer. 
Ladies come In here and sit for some- 
times an hour simply looking at their 
friends as they pass and dealing out small 
talk by the yard ag they get a line on 
the spring fashions from observation of 
the passing show. They never seem to 
think that they are kgeping other people 
from seats, but frequently they do, and 
are the means of us losing sales. 

“Do you see that moon-faced youth 
with the forsaken look in his eyes sitting 
down at the far end of the room with 
the girl in pink? Well, she’s a fair sam- 
ple. He comes floating in here regularly 
every day about this time, looking like 
he thought himself a little better than a 
certified check, and camps down in that 
same corner for an hour looking unutter- 
able things at the girl he’s with when 
he ought to be giving her a good, swift 
jolly. He came in here about three-quar- 
ters of an hour ago, and he’s been dally- 
ing around the fringes of a strawberry 
sherbet Hke a canary bird pecking at 
seed, but he hasn’t got to the bottom 
yet. At his present rate, he’ll screw up 
enough courage to get thrown down 
about the time ice cream gives away to 
hot chocolate. 

“*‘John, seé if the gentleman down at 
the end of the room wants anything 
more.’ ‘‘No.”” ‘Well I didn’t think so 
Yes, you’re right; some folks can’t take 
a hint, and he’s one of ’em.”’ 


“I’ve been making a rather close cal- 
culation of the money Atlanta loses every 
year by the Whitehall street crossing, 
and I’ve come to the conclusion that if 
we'd all pool our losses for a year or so 
we'd be able to build a depot that would 
be a credit to the south,’”’ remarked an 
arithmetical crank yesterday. 

‘“‘Take my case, for example. My busi- 
ness requires me to walk over the tracks 
at Whitehall street an average of three 
times a day. By actual-count I’ve lost 
an average of twenty minutes a day 
waiting for trains to pass during the last 
week. That’s roughly speaking two 
hours a week. By a little figuring, you'll 
see that it amounts to about four days 
in the year. Now my time is worth $10 
a day; in other words, I’m a net loser at 
the end of each year of exactly $40. In 
addition to this, you might add $2 a year 
for wear and tear on trousers, for half 
the time the tracks are in a sloppy con- 
dition or full of grease. Just assume for 
the sake of argument that 10 per cent 
of Atlanta’s business men lose in actual 
money through loss of time an average of 
$5 a year each. Add to that the incli- 
dental injury to ladies’ dresses which is 
enormous from all accounts, and you have 
a grand total that would, in the course of 
a few years, be ample to build a depot.”’

In 
my case, it shattered one or two cherished 
ideals, but the fact that it was used made 
me feel perfectly at home and I got along 
swimmingly.”

Was Released for Only a Short Time 
Yesterday. 


HEARING WAS SCHEDULED 


| Bell’s Attorneys Swore Out Writ of 
Habeas Corpus. 


ANOTHER HEARING MAY OCCUR TODAY 


Strong Effort Will Be Made To-Get 
Contractor Out of Tower as 
Soon as Possible. 


About two hours of Iiberty was the time 
enjoyed yesterday by Hugh A. Bell, the 
contractor who was arrested last Satur- 
day evening on a warrant from Pickens 
county, South Carolina, charging him 
with obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses. 

At ar eurly hour in the morning his at- 
torneys, Messrs. Kontz & Austin, went 
before Judge H. M. Reid, presiding officer 
of the first division of fhe city court, and 
Swore out a writ of habeas corpus. Judge 
Reid set a hearing of the case for 3:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, but at that 
hour the sheriff of Pickens county made 
no showing. 

Contractor Bel was released from cus- 
tody and started to attend to his business 
at the Kimball house, when a telephone 
message from the Tower announced that 
he wus wanted. He, went immediately to 
the Tower and gave himself up. 

At a late hour yesterday evening At- 
tornev J. W. Austin called on Judge Reid 
at his home for.the purpose of taking out 
another writ of habeas corpus and to urge 
that a hearing of the matter be had as 
soon as possible this morning in the first 
divisicn of the city court. The petition 
was similar to the one presented earlier 
in the day. 

The arrest of Contractor Bell, who is 
well known in Atlanta and other southern 
cities, was the subject of considerable 
COInment yesterday. 

Judge Ernest Kontz, 
Stated yesterday that the warrant on 
wiuch vhis elient was arrested did not 
bexr the customary seal of the sheriff's 
Office, He gaid that from what he under-

Sviute]y no authority to cause Bell's ar- 
rest if the object of that arrest was what 
Was outlined in notifications that had 
been sen: from South Carolina to the au- 
thorities here. 

It is said that H. C. Hagood, the party 
living at Easley, S. C., who swove out the 
warrant against Contractor Bell, is only 
desirous of collecting a certain amount of 
Luoney—$43.75—and that if this is true the 
goverhor cannot issue the necessary pa- 
pers that wii] cause Bel] to go to South 
Carolina, Governor Candler is at present 

‘yvasninglon and js not expected to re- 
turn to the city until probably Thursday 
aflernoon at the earllest. 

Will Be Legal Fight. 

In the meantime every effort on the 
nart of the South Garolina officers to take 
Bell out of the state will be met by his 
attorneys who may be expected tv dd 
everything possible to liberate Contrac- 
tor Bell. If the habeas corpus hearing 
eccurs this mofning before Judge Reid 
some interesting, not to say sensational, 
matiiers may develop. 

According to Judge Kontz, Contractor 
Bell was arrested on theeve of last 
Easter and confined in the Tower over 
night on a communication from South 
Carolina asking that he be located. At 
that time the letter from the South Caro- 
lina officers did not make any specific 
cChatges and he was released almost im- 
mediately. 

Since then, Judge Kontz says, he has 
had a eccmmunication from a party in 
Lasley intimating that if the amount set 
f@rth in the letter was paid over the 
prosecution might be broughit to an end. 
{t ig understood that the letter stated in 
so many words that ‘all I want ig the 
money.” 

It is sald that when the last warrant 
was sen here for the arrest of Contractor 
Fel{f the chief of police replied that the 
department was not being run as a col- 
lection agency and returned the warrant. 
It seems thait this paper was then re-sent 
to the sheriff here for service, 

Judge Kontz states that if the South 
Carolina party’s only desire to get Con- 
tructor Bell is on the supposition that 
he cnn then be made to pay the alleged 
indebtedness, that the praceedings insti- 
tuted will not hold good in this state. 


VENABLE SALE OCCURS TODAY 


Old Capitol Site Will Be Sold to 
Highest Bidder at 4 O’Clock 
This Afternoon. 

This afternoon at 4 o'clock the site of 
the old state capital will ne sold io the 
highest bidder. The property at the cor- 
ner of Marietta and Forsyth streets ras 
been divided into four twenty-five-foot 
lots and one fifty-foot lot. Dr. Henry L.

The land has a‘frontage of 150 feet on 
Marietta street and runs back 100 feet 
to a fifteen-foot ailey. On this spot for- 
merly stood the statehouse of Georgia, 
and until several years ago it was thought 
that a large hotel would be built on this 
site. 

The lot has been excavated to the depth 
of two basements, and the Lresent own- 
ers, Messrs. Venabie brothers, contemplat- 
ing the erection of ‘a thirteen-story build- 
ing, laid heavy granite foundations which 
were said to have cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $35,000.

This case was made ag a test under 
what is known gm@the Holland city ordi- 
nance, and if Williams is convicted, some 
of the drug stores, a few of the restau- 
rants, several of the largest social clubs 
and even the railroad buffets will be in- 
volved, say the police authorities. 

This case is regarded as one of the most 
important that has been made by the po- 
Hice in-a long while, and the trial this 
morning will be closely watched by a 
large number of prominent citizens. 

Williams conducts a small restaurant 
on Marietta street. 

The prosecution has grown out of an 
order issued by the chief of police in 
which he sald: 

“The captains of the police force will 
have the following ordinances read to 
their respective watches with instructions 
that they be rigidly enforced,” 

The ordinances referred to by the chief 
of police were introduced by Councilman 
Holland and passed by council on Feb- 
ruary 5, 1900.

The ordinance is as follows:

permit named in’ section one or the evidence 
of a witness or witnesses who have seen the 
fame in the possession of such person or per- 
sons or their agents or employees. 

Sec. 3. All conflicting ordinances and parts 
of ordinances are hereBy repealed. 

The police have a long list of persons, 
clubs and corporations that are said to 
have internal revenue licenses bought 
from the United States government. Wil- 
liams, the defendant against whom the 
test case has been made, has such a li- 
cense, 

Under the Holland ordinances the pos- 
session of such a revenue license can 
be taken as prima facie evidence that the 
possessor is a dealer in Hquor, and if 
this ordinance is good law, then al! the 
persons, clubs and corporations that have 
such revenue licenses are dealers in li- 
quor and can be prosecuted for not hav- 
ing a city license. 

Many Cases May Be Mad. 

From what the police state, there is not 
a social club in the city of any impor- 
tance that does not possess an internal 
revenue Iicense, and some of the drug 
stores and restaurants have such a li- 
cense. It is said that railroads have in- 
ternal revenue licenses for their buffets, 
and it is charged that these buffets sell 
liquor to passengers while the sleeping 
car coaches are stopping over in the city. 

If Williams is convicted, a number of 
other cases will be booked immediately. 

It is said that the supreme court of 
Georgia has already decided that the Hol- 
land ordinance is based on good law; but 
this is denied by others. 

The Williams case is of the greatest 
interest, and the result of his trial is be- 
ing very closely watched.

LEVIED ON A LOCOMOTIVE. 


Deputy Tied Up Engine Ready To 
Go Out for Few Hours 
Yesterday. 

A deputy sheriff levying on a big loco- 
motive that was about to be coupled to 
a train of cars for a run to the north late 
in the evening was a little comedy that 
was eracted yesterday afternoon as the 
result of the overruling by Judge John 8. 
Candler of the motion for a new trial in 
the case of H. N. Oakes against the 
Raleigh and Gaston Rallroad Company. 
The traim was to pull out at about 8 
o'clock, and it was necessary to have the 


engine ready to back into the depot by 7 
o'clock. The levy made by the deputy 
sheriff, however, prevented the engine 
from turning a wheel in the direction of 
the carshed. Soon the wheels of the law 
were put in motion: by ‘the company’s 
attorney and the levy was removed and 
the locomotive appeared on schedule time 
to pull the train out for the north. 

Oakes was an engineer on the Seaboard 
Air-Line and about eight years ago was 
injured. He decided not to sue the com- 
pany and was taken back on a contract 
to work as long as he did his duty. Later 
he was on a train that ran off the track 
and was discharged. He then brought 
suit against the company alleging that 
the accident was not his fault and claim- 
ing an amount on contract. 

This case was tried before Judge John 
S. Candler last March, the plaintiff being 
represented by F. A. Arnold and Ar- 
nold & Arnold. The jury awarded Oakes 
a verdict for $2,500. The rallroad company, 
through its attorney, Vassar Woolley, 
filed a motion for a new trial before Judge 
Candler in chambers and was overruled. 
An execution was then issued by the clerk 
of the court and served by the deputy 
sheriff.
